The Congressional Record of February 
15 contains a report of the debate on tho 
question of turning over the three draw- 
bridges across the tidal can.il to the Ala- 
meda County Board of Supervisors. 
The subject came up aft»r the House, 
on motion of Mr. Alexander of New York, 
resolved itself into the committee of the 
whole to give further consideration to tho 
river and harbor appropriation hill, anil 
Illustrates the intelligent manaKement of I 
the Interests of Oakland harbor and tho 
successful mannpr in which Congressman 
Knowland foiled a point of order nhr-n 
the paragraph in the bill r<*latin£ to the 
transfer of the bridges was reached. This 
Is the Congressional Record's report: 


PROVISION IN THE BILL. 


"Improving harbor at Oakland, Cal.: 
For maintenance, and 
continuing im- 
provement under the existing project, or, 
in the discretion of the secretary of w«r. 
In accordance with the new plan of im- 
provement printed in House Document 
No. 647, Sixty-first CongreSR, second ses- 
sion. J250.000: Provided, that tho three 
bridges heretofore built by the United 
States in connection with this improve- 
ment may be turned over to the local au- 
thorities to be maintained t*<t operated 
by them upon such terms aa to transfer 
and control as In the discretion of the 
secretary of war ma> be equitable and 
Just to tHe United States and to said local 
authorities: Provided furthrr, that of the 
appropriation herein made so much as 
shall be necessary may be expended for

alterations and repairs to said 
bridges a* In the discretion of the secre- 
tary of war may be essential to meet the 
terms of said transfer.

of Oakland harbor. The tidal canal was 
included in thin project 
In constructing 
this tidal canal three public highways 
were cut off between the city of Alameda 
and Oakland, and the Government built 
these three drawbridges. They have been 
a source of constant expense to the Gov- 
ernment to maintain. 
They have not 
been operated because the Government 
has not felt Justified in Incurring the ad- 
ditional expense of hiring bridge tenders 
in view of the commerce that now passes 
through the bridges. Tho county of Ala- 
meda, however, feels that the prospective 
commerce will Justify them In accepting 
these bridges, keeping them In repair, and 
also operating them for all future time. 
They are willing to assume the responsi- 
bility of future operations and repair after 
the Government places them In working 
order. They have been a constant ex- 
pense to the Government evar since their 
erection, as already stated, and the Gov- 
ernment will annually be saved quite a 
considerable amount.

Francisco 
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The Irish and the Liberals. 


The curious separatcness of the Irish in the United Kingdom is 


illustrated by the attitude of Redmond and his Home Rule follow- 
ing toward the English Liberals and the Lloyd-George budget. 
Because Premier Asquith has decided to pass the budget before 
disciplining the Lords, Redmond and his followers have decided to 
hold aloof from all participation in the adjustment of the dispute 
regarding the fiscal policy of the empire. They will not help the 
Liberals but give tacit aid to the Lords should they elect to con- 
tinue their fight against the tax reforms proposed by the Asquith 
ministry. 


Historically and economically opposed to British Toryism, 


which is the political embodiment of landlordism and hereditary 
privilege, and which represents aristocracy as against democracy, 
the Irish Nationalists are trying to embarrass the Liberals, who 
have fought for Ireland and suffered for their championship'of Irish 
rights, at a critical moment in the hope of securing some fresh ad- 
vantage for Ireland. What becomes of the other two kingdoms is 
of no consequence in their eyes—they are trying to wring some con- 
cession for Ireland regardless of how it may affect the general policy 
of the empire or the welfare of the people of England, Scotland and 
Wales. 


It merely shows that the Irish do not consider themselves as 


an integral part of the United Kingdom. England is still a foreign 
nation, and Ireland is still a country held in subjection against her 
will. So in a legislative way the Irish leaders are taking advantage 
of the factional disputes of their hereditary enemies to promote their 
own schemes and further free their country from English domina- 
tion. The English gained their ascendancy in Ireland by interven- 
ing in the conflicts between Irish chieftains and Irish clans, and now 
the Irish are playing the same game in Parliament. 


But the Lloyd-George budget will be passed notwithstanding 


the defection of the Irish and a group of the Laborites. The Tory 
lords and the L'nionists in the House of Commons had rather 
back down before the Liberals than to assist in fresh attacks on 
Irish landlordism and give aid to the extension of Home Rule in 
Ireland. Hence the Lords will probably be the gainers by the Irish 
defection. The breach in the coalition of Liberals, Radicals and 
Home Rulers will not stay the passage of the budget, but in all 
likelihood it will lessen the force of the popular demand for a cur- 
tailment of the power of the hereditary chamber. 


Asquith is right in one respect at least: The budget was the 


issue in the recent campaign. Reform of the House of Lords be- 
came a secondary issue because the Lords presumed to veto the 
constitutional right of the Commons to levy taxes and vote supplies. 


Lower Insurance Rates Are Due. 


If the underwriters keep faith insurance rates in the 'section of 


the city covered by the salt water auxiliary system recently com- 
pleted will be reduced. It was urged by the underwriters that the 
salt water system would greatly decrease the danger from fire and 
cause a consequent reduction in insurance charges. On this under- 
standing the salt water system was installed. It has cost the city 
over $200,000, and has enormously reduced the danger of a confla- 
gration. The entire business heart of the city is now provided with 
adequate facilities for promptly quenching flames—something it 
has never had before. 


It is absurd to suppose that the salt water system was installed 


at public cost and not a little public inconvenience solely to lessen 
the risks and swell the profits of the insurance companies. It was 
asserted by the underwriters that the installation of the salt water 
system would be followed by a reduction in rates. Upon that ground 
they urged the municipality to make the expenditure. The 'force of 
that representation induced the city officials to embark on the un- 
dertaking and the taxpayers to give it their approval. 


Now that the salt water system has been installed, greatly aug- 


menting the safeguards from fire, the insurance companies should 
make good. A substantial reduction in rates should follow. .Other- 
wise the heavy expenditure necessitated by the installation of the 
salt water plant will inure principally to the benefit of the under- 
writers. If rates are not lowered, the insurance companies will 
have played something closely resembling a bunco game on the 
people of Oakland. 


We do not know that the underwriters have any intention of 


refusing to reduce rates; we hope they have not. nevertheless the 
Merchants' Exchange is acting wisely in bringing the matter up 
and urging that faith be kept. All that the people of Oakland want 
is a fair deal, but sometimes it is necessary to be active and alert 
if a square deal is to be had.

Hancock as an embezzler and Benjamin Franklin as a mail robber, 
smuggler and all round crook. Mr. Stark appears to have all the 
qualifications for membership in the Lincoln-Roosevelt League. 


Fears are expressed that the asparagus crop will be late this

Farming in Palestine 


Consul Wallace of Jerusalem writes 


as follows of agricultural methods of 
today in Palestine': 
"The land 
is 


rented and farmed in a primitive 
way, which is unprofitable to both 
landlord 
and 
tenant 
alike. 
The 


lands are rented for one-third of the 
crop produced. 
After the harvest 


the grain is immediately thrashed. 
The tithes, or government tax, are 
first taken, which are one-tenth of the 
whole crop, and then the remainder 
is divided, the landlord receiving his 
one-third share. 
The farmer has 


generally pledged a good portion of 
the expected crop, virtually selling 
it at a greatly reduced price for the 
purpose of securing 
money 
in ad- 


vance for his necessities. 
If grain is 


$1 a bushel, on an advance to him 
of $100 he will agree to deliver to 
the party who advances the money, 
130 or 140 bushels of grain after the 
harvest. 
Should the crop fall it Is 


carried over to the next year, but 


under a new contract in which 30 
per cent Is added to the original 
amount. 


"The native farmers of the plains 


live in villages and under a commun- 
al system calculated to destroy el-ery 
incentive for the improvement of the 
land. It Is apportioned by lot every 
three years, and each person is free 
to do as he pleases with his portion. 
In some of the communities each vil- 
lager or family owns a portion of 
the farm lands. The original farm is 
subdivided among the survivors In 
each succeeding generation until ev- 
entually It is in very small patches. 


"The farmer classes have no realiz-

FORMER MAYOR GLASCOCK 


CRITICIZES STREET POLICY 


» 


Declares Before COUBCI/ T/iaf Improve- 


ments Are Made Without Regard for 


Any Fixed Purpose 


The system under which the city Is 


proceeding with the work of improving 
Its highways was severely criticized by 
former Mayor and 
once 
Congressman 


John R. Glackcock at the City Council 
last evening, before which he appeared 
with others to enter protest to the pro- 
posed bitumlntzlng of Jackson and Madi- 
son streets. 


"You 
are 
proceeding on the 
wrong 


principle in the manner of making these 
street improvements," declared the former 
executive of the city. "There are three 
elements to be taken into consideration 
as factors in such work. You must pro- 
vide the necessaries, 
the conveniences 


come next in order and then the matter 
of beautifying and adorning the thor- 
oughfares. 
To my Idea of it, we should 


>gg first fortify ourselves by the beautifying 


of our main avenues. 
Let us have our 


highways which are the main arteries of 
traffic with the outlying sections put in 
first class condition. 
There 
are 
San 


Pablo, Broadway, Telegraph, 
Piedmont, 


Grove, Twelfth and Eighth street!?, which 
are the great highways of the city and 
they should be put in first class condi- 
tion t6 allure the eye and court the ad- 
miration of visitors. 


"Eighth street should be bitumlnlzed to 


the Point. 
But when you come to put- 


ting asphalt streets down in the section 
below the dead line you are invading 
the domain of the poorer class of people 
who have nothing to offer in their sec- 
tion to attract visitors or lure those who 
have automobiles to their district. 
We 


bear the brunt of the heavy teams on 
those streets. 


HEAVY TRAFFIC. 


"All the lumber trucks, carrying from 


three to four tons of freight, and the 
teams from the Adams wharves travel 
on these streets. Asphaltum or bitumen 
will not last under such conditions. 
It 


will be worn out in holes within a few 
months. We know how it Is on Broad- 
way and well remember that before the 
recent annexation election how the street 
was lined with smoking tar 
pots and 


forces of men rushed 
to work 
to put 


ourselves on dress parade and look our 
best to those who sought to Join with 
use In citizenship. Why do you come to 
our part of town? Why don't you go up 
among those on upper Jackson and Madi- 
son who have the means and the need 
for beautiful streets with their automo- 
biles and to where the attention of every 
visitor is directed." 


"I am not here as a mendicant pleading 


poverty. 
I am merely calling your at- 


tention to the waste of effort that is be- 
ing expended In beautifying sections of 
the city that do not require it when there 
is Imperative need 
in other localities. 


Proceed with this work rationally and 
don't foist adornment and beauty upon 
a section where they are palpably out of 
place. 
RUNNING AMUCK. 


"If you are running amuck In this mat- 


ter don't go south of the dead line for 
the people there have not the means to 
be made the victims of such a policy. 
As one 
who 
has 
paid over thirty 


thousand dollars into this city for muni- 
cipal improvements, and as a former 
mayor and congressman I ask that you 
proceed rationally and not haphazardly. 
There are certain 
broad 
principles to 


follow in this matter as in other lines 
and a. well defined policy should be pur- 
sued." 


Taliesen Evans declared that the city 


should bear the brant of the expense In 
Improving the streets In that section as 
the traffic originated outside of It and it 
was of the most destructive character to 
paving. 


"Seven-tenths of the 
traffic 
passing 


over the streets there originated in other 
sections." he said 
He declared he did 


not come to make protest, but thought 
the city had set a precedent in Franklin 
arid other streets, In defraying part of 
the cost of the work, and that no excep- 
tion should be made here. 


Louis Scbaffer also protested that the 


property owners were over assessed and 
that their taxes were high and at the 
present time the bitumenlzing of the 
streets there meant a virtual confiscation 
of the property. He declared they were 
all for improvements and reiterated that 
macadam was the only proper treatment 
in view of the heavy traffic that used the 
streets there. 
. 


"We are willing to put our street In 


good condition," said the former member 
of the council, "but we should not be re- 
quired to do so for several years. We are 
willing to do as former Engineer Miller 
did with Madison street several years 
ago and that was to scrape oft the mud 
and dirt, fill in the holes and put on a 
top dressing of macadam. The street has 
been In good condition ever since and is 
one of the best thoroughfares of the city." 


HAD EQUITIES. 


Vose, Elliot and Steifvatcr thought that 


the protestants had some equities which 
ought to be considered and upon motion 
further consideration was continued over 
for two weeks. The same course was pur- 
sued in regard to the protest entered by 
Attorney Hiram Luttrell for the property 
owners on Alice street and also in the 
matter of the widening of the west side 
of Fourth avenue, between East Eigh- 
teenth and East Nineteenth streets.
